JULY 22 — Contention has been raging over 
the vexed question of whether the NSL is 
better served by retaining the present two 
points for a win or reverting to the three points 
that previously applied. 

ASW’s opinion Is that the case for three 
points Is overwhelming on the score of the 
entertainment value that it engenders. 

JULY 29 — Australia requires strong visit- 
Ing national teams so that the thrill of pitting 
this country against others Is present. 

... the promotional arm of the ASF has (yet) 
to prove itself ... the possibility is that major 
commercial Interests will find a big future in 
association with the clubs of the NSL. 

AUGUST 5 — Whilst the 14 team league 
could overcome certain present problems, It 
might will be found to create others that are 
being pushed under the carpet. 

Having said this, If the NSL finally does 
move ahead with the 14 team competition 
then ASW will be right In there promoting the 


sport. 

AUGUST 19 — The time Is ripe for the ASF 
to come up with the answer to the big dilemna 
that it faces over international matches. The 
truth is that more games like that staged 
-against the brilliant Czechoslovakians at 
Parramatta will see crowds decreasing further 
still. 

SEPTEMBER 2 — The sponsorship arrange- 
ments for the Australian national team will be 
Invaluable. 

However we must walt to see how the ASF 
developes the promotional situation as at this 
stage they still have limited lines of com- 
munication. 

SEPTEMBER 16 — The judgment of history 
will be that NSW and its major clubs have 
made too many sacrifices to establish a

OCTOBER 7 — A move was Initiatied In NSL 
circles under which a leading firm of manage- 
ment consultants would be engaged to review 
the future organisation of Soccer in Australia. 

The passing of time has made it clear that 
such a step is vital to the progress of the 
game. 

OCTOBER 21 — The Socceroos...The Au- 
strallan Soccer Federation has found It neces- 
sary to settle on three matches in China. 
There Is no build up In Asia, so hopefully the 
internationals against New Zealand will fill the 
breach. 


BRISBANE LIONS want a full investigation into the financial affairs 
of the 14 clubs selected to form the National League next season. 


The Brisbane club, 
which missed a place in 
the 14 by just one posi- 
tion, believes the NSL is 
skirting danger by tur- 
ning a blind eye to grow- 
ing reports of financial 
problems at some clubs.

THE World President of the International 
Indoor Football Federation Mr Januario 
D'Alessio has signed the official agreement 
with the Chairman of the World Champion- 
ship Organising Committee, Mr Charles 
Perkins, authorising Australia to host the 
1988 World Indoor Soccer Championships. 


Mr D'Alessio was in 
Australia for the past 
week inspecting possible 


venues for the 
Championships, includ- 
ing the Boondall Cen- 
tre, the Sydney En- 
tertainment Centre, the 
Perth Entertainment 
Centre and the sporting 
facilities available at the 
Australian Institute of 
Sport.
